{to get up. As he did s0 tlhe scale 
showed that his wefght, or rather the 
pressure on the platform, had in- 
creased by 67 per cent. In another 
test a man, getting up from a chatr, 
added 79 per cent. to his weight, 
while when he rose suddenly from a 
couch and brought his arm down he 
inomentarily exerted not only an 
added downward force, but a horizon- 
‘tal foree, too.
